— This action was taken following the completion of the 
required ninety day Congressional review period and the passage 
of a joint resolution approving the agreement, which the 
President signed into law on December 16, 1985. 

— The joint resolution requires the President to make a 
one-time certification and submit a one-time report to Congress 
before exports to China under the agreement may begin. 

— The matters that must be certified are: 

(1) that the arrangements for exchanges of information and 
visits called for by the agreement are designed to be 
effective in ensuring that nuclear exports under the 
agreement are used solely for intended peaceful purposes; 

(2) that China is not precluded under Section 129 of the 
Atomic Energy Act from receiving U.S. nuclear exports? and 

. (3) that the obligation to consider favorably a request to 
carry out certain activities described in Article 5 (2) of 
the agreement, such as the reprocessing of material subject 
to the agreement, does not prejudice the decision of the 
U.S. to approve or disapprove such a request. 
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-- The report to Congress is to provide an updated assess 
of China's non-proliferation policies and practices. 

— It is our intention to make the certifications required 
under the joint resolution as soon as we are in a position to 
do so. 

-- Reaching agreement with the PRC on the arrangements for 
visits and exchanges of information under Article 8 (2) of the 
agreement will, of course, be a prerequisite to our ability to 
satisfy the requirements of the joint resolution. 

-- We have made significant progress on our discussions with 
the PRC on these arrangements. 

— I am hopeful that we will be able to reach agreement on 
these arrangements in the near future. 
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
